ly made, as it is most important for any 
one who has very tender feet that the 
boots should be perfectly fitting. Into 
these boots a pair of lamb's wool Boots 
•hould be placed, and these socks should 
be thickly spread over with soft soap on 
the inside of the foot of the sock. 


If the blisters come np very high, it 


Is wise to let out the accumulated fluid 
by running a darning needle through 
the upper surface of the blister. If it is 
allowed to break the surf ace of the skin, 
it is apt to become very sore, sometimes 
being very difficult to heal—New York 
Advertiser.

UMBRELLA CARRIERS. 


tnts, Sea T/Tohlni and Anemones AmMt 


Buoihao'ei. 


"One of the most interesting sights I 


have witnessed," remarked a naturalist to 
a group of listeners, "was an army of ants 
marohlag through a South American jun- 
gle, I had bean out all day hnnting but- 
terflies with a native guide, and, almost 
overcome by the Intense heat, had stretched 
myself out beneath a great mass of vines 
which hung from a large tree, when I no- 
ticed a column of aim moving along at 
my feet 


"There was nothing remarkable In this, 


as it was an ant country, where they liter- 
ally overran everything, but these ants, as 
though recognizing the tropical heat, each 
bore a highly colored umbrella in such a 
position that it was more or less a shield 
and protection. The umbrella was a bit or 
a leaf that liad been carefully bitten but 
in a semioval shape, and was an umbrella 
in fancy only, hundreds being carried to 
line a subterranean nest deep In the heart 
of the junglo. 
'' One of these nests," continued the nat- 


uralist, " I found by following np the 
train and saw the saubaa, as these ante 
are called, pouring into It, each holding 
the umbrella, which, was about as large as 
a 10 cent piece vertically, resembling sol- 
diers raising banners. 
" There were three kinds of ants. Those 


who carried the leaves were laborers, but 
not workers, and they merely deposited 
the bit of leaf in the nest, where It wa* 
taken in hand by another kind of ant, the 
skilled carpenters of the tribe, who placed 
the leaves on the wall as a thatching and 
covered them with globules of earth. Som« 
of the nests built in this way are S feet 
high and 8 or 4 feet In diameter—marvels 
of constructive ability." 


Among the marine animals are many 


that construct over and about themselves 
coverings which might not Inaptly he 
termed umbrellas. 
This is particularly 


noticeable In the sea anemones. At tlmet 
they ore free and unlncnmberal with for- 
eign objects; at others they are completely 
covered with plates of sand, which they 
take from the ground about them, or bits 
ct seaweed, which forma more or less pro- 
tection or covering. 
, When the anemones desire to assnmt 
these countless Umbrellas, they bgnd ovot 
their tentacles and touch the ground, many 
bits of shell and eand adhering. These arc 
lifted up nud' plaoed upon the sides of the 
creature until anally It appears to be cov- 
ered with a mosaic which, while a protec- 
tion, serves as a disguise, making the oth- 
erwise conspicuous animal resemble th« 
rocks about it. 


By far the most Interesting animal pos- 


sessing this habit is the sea urchin thai 
looks like a pincushion, bojng covered 
with long or short slender bristles accord- 
Ing to ther species. Row the sea urchin, 
with its stiff spines, can lift scores of mi- 
nute stones and bits of shell, distributing 
them over its body in such numbers thai 
collectively they form an lunbrellallke cov- 
ering-, would appear a mystery which, how- 
ever, Is solved upon an examination of the 
urchin. The spines are not the only or- 
gans, but from among them rise two othet 
suckers with little disks a<tached to them, 
and other organs that have long Btal'»t 
•upon the end or top of which is perched a 
little feeler with three biting teeth. Th*<* 
feelers, stationed on the lower part of the 
urchin, pick np particles of sand and shell 
and pass them to others higher up, and so 
by continued passing the piece of shell 
travels up to the dome of the nnlmal and 
there finds a place among the splnr-s. Thi* 
is repeated an Indefinite number of times 
until the urchin Is completely covered by 
a strong umbrella, poised, as it were, upon 
the spines, affording more or leas protec- 
tion. Sometimes the animal disdains one 
Of shell or stone and spreads over itself a 
canopy of weed, a ribbon of green zostcra 
or one of brighter lino—a decoration more 
or less (esthetic.—Exchange. 


Butler at th« Ball. 


The talk about General Benjamin F. 


Butler's presidential canvass in 1884 brings 
out a good story of him in one cf hie sev- 
eral unsuccessful campaigns for governor 
of Massachusetts. It should be known that, 
if to be governor of the old Bay State was 
not General Butler's highest ambition, it 
certainly was his strongest determination. 
£e was defeated for gnbernatoiral honors 
in 1871, when he was the Republican nom- 
inee, and in 1878 and 1879, when be was 
the nominee of the Greenbackers and one 
wing of the Democrats. He was elected In 
1882 
and defeated in 1883. The story is 


an incident that happened in the 1878 
campaign, when he hod Governor Talbot 
as his opponent. Both were anxious to 
win, and party feeling'ran high, as it al- 
ways did when Butler was a candidate. 
The two were Invited to attend a ball given 
by a labor organization whqse votes each 
candidate was desirous of securing. They 
Were pretending to enjoy themselves huge- 
ly, when the floor manager came np and 
asked Butler to lead a cotillon. This was 
a poser for the general, and he began to 
get hot and to show it. Governor Talbot 
looked over with his host campaign imile 
und said in a tone of pleading: 


"What! Uou't you dance, gonernlP" 
"No," growled Butler, "I don't done*. 


I make it my business to make other peo- 
ple dance."—Washington Post 


Haw to Bide n Swimming Hors*. 


To begin with, it must not be supposed 


that a horse always swims naturally and 
with ease that moment that he is off his 
feet in the water. The animal under such 
circumstances has but one notion, to keep 
his head out of the water and to lift his 
shoulders us high as possible. 


In doing this his hind quarters sink, and 


he finds himself almost standing on his 
tail, or at least in a position three-quarters 
ercc.t. 


In such an attitude, If the rider draw* 


Upon the reins or throws his body back in ( 
the least, tiro animal's hindquarters will 
•ink more and more, his body will take 
a vertical position, and beating the water 
uselessly with his fore feet he will finally 
•ink. 


As soon as the horse gets off his feet In 


the water let the rider grasp the animal'* 
mane, leaning at the same time well for- 
ward upon its shoulders, but without 
touching its head. 
The rider's knees 


•hould be pressed tightly to the horse's 
sides; otherwise he is likely to be swept off 
by the water. 


This is tha only position which will en- 


able a man' to remain in the saddle and 
the horse to swim at tho same time. The 
reins must be held loosely and each well 
to one side.—Pearson's Weekly.

Boy cot tors' Outrageous Attempt to Injure

The Maasachusettss branch of the Amer-

green leaves and opening buds is ever a 
pleasant time of year, as is also the sum* 
mer with its continuation of open flowers; 
but soon the frosts will come upon us and 
then the cry will be, "Oh! what grand 
scenery aud 
what beautiful autumn 


leaves!" 


It is against some of these autumn leaves 


I wish to warn the admirers of nature. 


It is tbe dogwood that first feels the ef. 


feet of frost and is the prettiest of the 
whole lot, and therefore the most to be 
desired, but it is a deadly poison to most 
people. It is very easy to distinguish it 
from other leaves, as it is about four and 
a half inches long and about one and a 
half wide at its widest part, with pointed 
ends, while the maple, which is the next 
to feel the effects of frost is very much 
prettier in form and next to dogwood in 
beauty of color, besides being perfectly 
safe to handle at all times. 


A number of years ago my wife and 


myself were out walking one autumn 
afternoon and'we sawa number of people 
coming (iome from the woods with quite 
large bunches of leaves. 
When I asked 


one of them if they knew what those 
leaves were they answered no, and when 
informed that they were poisonous, they 
thanked me and threw them away, thus 
preventing others from handling them in 
their homes and thereby spreading the 
poison, for they retain the poison for 
some time, especially, when placed in a 
close room, where the air becomes filled 
with it and every person entering the 
room is in danger. 
Having now done my best to forewarn, 


(an ounce of prevention is sometimes 
better than a pound of cure) ,1 close with 
the words sometimes seen, "Beware o f 
of the dog-wood!"

DEATH BY DROWNING 


John L. Lynch's Body Taken 


From the Fish Pond 


Tuesday. 


HIS CLOTHES FORD BY BOYS. 


The Police Notified. Finding the Body. A 


Bottle of Chlotorm in His Hand. Did 


He Commit Suicide? Details of 


the Case. 


The fish pond was visited by many 


bathers Tuesday afternoon, parties of 
them being in the water at different 
points on all sides of tbe pond. Among a 
party that was bathing near the west 
shore and well toward the north end of 
the pond was Nick Provo, who with a, 
few companions struck out for a long 
swim across the north end of the pond 
just south of the grove. 
As they 


approached the opposite shoie they 
noticed a, suit of clothes on the bank, but 
no one around. Jokingly they said they 
guessed some one had been drowned and 
pushed on to where the clothes were. No 
owner was to be seen. There was a half- 
pint whiskey bottle nearly empty lying 
by the clothes and tbe boys thought that 
perhaps the wan had lain down (n tbe 
shade near by and fallen asleep. 
A 


search was made and as no one could be 
found the boys became alarmed. 
They 


swam back to where they had left their 
clothes and dressed, and young Provo 
then walked around to where the mys- 
terious suit was and watched it while 
others brought the news to the city and 
reported the matter to the police. 
The 


clothes were found between 2 and 3 
o'clock. 


I n rentier*! io n< 


Officer Wbipple was detailed to investi- 


gate the case. He procured a horse and 
buggy at Flagg's livery and drove to the 
pond accompanined by a TRAXbCBip? re- 
porter. There were many boys around 
the pond and they led the way to where 
the clothing was, which was on the north 
shore just east of the grove. 


The'clothing consisted of a black suit, 


soft black hat, broad-toed, black congress 
shoes and ordinary shirt, underclothing 
and socks. A half-pint whiskey bottle 
nearly empty lay on the ground and there 
was a short clay pipe on a stump near by. 
In the pockets were found an open-face 
silver watch, four cents in money, a shoe 
cutter's knife and a book on the cover oj 
which was >'N. L. Millard & Co., Lynch 
Cutter." This indicated that the man 
was a shoe cutter and that he had worked 
in Millard & Co.'s factory. 


The Search. 


All indications pointed to the probabil- 


ity that the missing man was in the water. 
Officer Whipple remained on the spot 
while the team was hurricd'y driven beck 
to the city and the facts were reported to 
Chief Kendall, who immediately prepared 
to make a search for the body. 


A boat was taken to the pond, with 


poles and grappling irons from the police 
station, and the body was found by George 
Houghtling at about 7 o'clock. It was not 
far from the shore. 
Mcdiial Examiner 


Brown viewed the remains which were 
taken to Simons & Carpenter's undertak- 
ing rooms, and pronounced death due to 
drowning. 


W»» It Nlllcldc? 


The fact that a vial of chloroform was 


found in the dead man's hand gave rise to 
the theory that he had committed suicide. 
The fact that he had told a man a few 
days before that be would drown himself 
strengthened tbfo theory, but the truth of 
the matter may never be known. It was, 
however, a strange thing for him to carry 
• vial of chloroform if he was merely in- 
tending to take a bath. 


Who He Wan. 


The man proved to be John Lewi, 


Lynch, who came to this city a litt le over 
two years ago and worked in N. L. Mil- 
lard i Co.'s' shoe shop as a cutter till 
about two weeks ago, when he got 
through. Since that time he had drank 
considerably. He bad boarded since last 
winter with Mrs. Williams at 36 Summer 
street. She says that last Saturday night 
he failed for the first time to pay his 
board, but told her he had secured work 
in another town and would send her what 
he owed. He left the house Monday 
morning and Mrs. Williams supposed he 
had left the city. 


Mr. Lynch came here from Stone ham, 


where he formerly worked. 
He was 


never married. A man who had known 
him intimately for eight years says he 
was of a genial disposition, and he cannot 
believe he committed suicide. 
He says 


he came of a good family, wan well edu- 
cated and something of a musician. This 
friend and Lynch used to live in Pennsyl- 
vania; where relatives are still living, 
and that at one time he was a book- 
keeper in the employment of Andrew 
Carnegie. 


An examination of the effects which 


Lynch left in his room at the boarding 
house showed that a brother, P. A. Lynch 
is living at Drayton, North Dakota, and 
he was notified by telegraph of his 
brother's death. 


Medical Examiner Brown will report 


that death was caused by drowning and 
that it was probably suicidal. He says 
the body had been in the water for some 
time, but probably less than twenty-four 
hours. 


The body has been embalmed and wilt 


be held to await directions trom the 
brother in North Dakota. 


A Big Bird Shot. 


Myron Whitcomb of 18 Park avenue 


shot a blue heron at the fish pond this 
morning which measured six feet irom 
tip to tip of wings and four feet and nine 
inches from tip of bill to ends of toes. It 
is the largest bird shot in this region in a 
long time. It was sold for f5 to X. Henry 
Arnold, the coal dealer, who will have it 
mounted.

I lines of least monetary resistance, and 


out of total merchandise imports and 
exports last year of $1,589,508,180 only 
$163,898,887 was from single silver 
standard countries—less than 11 per 
cent. 


Even in onr South American trade, 


about which so much has been said, out 
of a total of $145,698,055 only 6 per 
cent, $8,991,803, was with silver stand- 
ard countries, while 72 percent, $105,- 
217,864, was with single gold standard 
countries, and $81,488,838 was with bi- 
metallic .countries. 


Practically speaking, all bimetallic 


countries are on a gold basis, their 
legal tender silver being exchangeable 
for gold, but the bimetallic trade i* 
Bniall. Let Europe serve as the example. 
While much less than half of it* popu- 
lation has the single gold standard, th* 
following table shows our trade:

1 
lmv« n good deal of numiratiou for Pres- 
ident Kruger as it strong man in a dif- 
ficult pUcb and highly esteem the 
Boers as a resolute nnd hardy race, but 
President Kruger's government is intol- 
erable, and if he were to win we should 
lose the headship of South Africa. There 
is a great deal of talk now abont getting 
at the gnilty person behind Jameson's 
raid and Johannesburg's revolt. This is 
assumed to be Mr. Rhodes—a short 
sighted assumption. 


Behind the reform committee, who

In the coarse of his farewell speech 


•t the dinner of the British chamber of 
commerce in Pans Lord Dnfferin, the 
retiring British ambassador, said: 


"Bnt whatever may be the nps and 


downs of the diplomatic career, every 
member of the service, no matter how 
unpromising the post he occupies, may 
console himself with the reflection that, 
if he is industrious, prudent, and, above 
all, single minded, the bread he oasts 
upon the waters will not be lost, and 
that, perhaps, when he least expects it, 
his day will dawn, for, though, like ev- 
erything else, the outward aspects of 
diplomacy hare changed since the be- 
ginning of the century, never have tb« 
nations stood in greater need of the 
thing itself than at the present moment. 
What do we see around as? The whole 
of Europe is little better than a standing 
oamp numbering millions of armed 
men, while a double row of frowning 
and opposing fortresses bristles along 
every frontier. Onr harbors are staffed, 
and the seas swarm with ironclad navies, 
to whose numbers, I am forced to ad- 
mit, England has been obliged, in self 
defense, to add her modest quota. Even 
in the remotest east the passion for mil- 
itary expansion has displayed an unex- 
pected development. 


' 'In fact, thanks to the telegraph, the 


globe itself has become a mere bundle, 
of nerves, and the slightest disturbance 
at any one point of the system sends a 
portentious tremor through its morbidly 
sensitive surface. We are told by the 
poets of aid that when Zens nodded the 
golden halls of his Olympus shook to 
their foundations. Today it would suf- 
fice for any one of half a dozen angnst 
personages to speak above his breath or 
unwittingly to raise his little finger, 
and, like in a heaven overcharged with 
electricity, the existing conditions of 
unstable equilibrium which sustains the 
European political system would be up- 
set, and war, waged in circumstances 
of greater horror than has been hitherto 
known to the experience of mankind, 
might eventually envelop not Europe 
alone, but two—nay, all the four—con- 
tinents a.t once, since in every one of 
them representatives and offshoots of 
the contending nations would of neces- 
sity be brought into collision. 


' 'It is to prevent catastrophes of this 


kind that we meek, civil spoken and 
mild mannered persons have been in- 
vented. Looking at us, yon will perhaps 
say that we ate a poor and feeble folk, 
and that our railing is a sorry preserva- 
tive againit such dangers; bnt, such ns 
it is, it is the best device that hnmun 
ingenuity has been able to discover. 
After all, a very thin wire proves a per- 
fectly effective lightning conductor, and 
for over 80 years, thanks to this unpre- 
tending agency, an unbroken peace has 
been maintained between your native 
.land and the country with whose pros- 
perity and welfare your own interests 
are so closely associated." 


COUNTRY AIR PROMOTES LONQ LIFE. 


Breathing an Atmosphere of Parity Wards 


The loss of pore air, sunshine and 


other ' 'free' ' goods and their effect on the 
physique of city dwellers are not ade- 
quately compensated by hygienic re- 
forms of town life itself, while the in- 
creased number and complexity of sen- 
eations impose a greater strain upon the 
nervous system. The nervous degenera- 
tion which thus accrues may perhaps be 
checked in time by further hygienic im- 
provement of the town and by a gradual 
readjustment between the nervous sys- 
tem and its changed environment. Bnt 
meantime grave physical injuries arise 
directly from 
those very 
economic 


changes which have raised the economic 
condition of the great mass of the work- 
ers and ra»ve probably reduced the 
quantity of purely economic poverty. 
When we reflect that the physical in- 
juries of town life, attested by tables of 
mortality and impaired muscular activ- 
ity, fall most heavily upon the poor, we 
shall see grave reasons of industrial and 
social life are generally favorable to the 
physical vitality of the low paid worker 
or the residuum — that is to <»y, whether 
he gets any net vital advantage out of 
the higher rate of real wages which he 
obtains when he is working. 


'When we also bear in mind that each 


year a higher proportion of the workers 
are living in l.\rge towns, where the 
duration of life is about 15 per cent less 
than in the country, and that the age of 
enforced retirement from regular wage 
earning is, by reason of the strain of 
competition and the regulations of trade 
organizations, considerably earlier than 
it vtr as formerly, aiid that an increased 
irregularity of employment is discerni- 
ble in many of most trades, we may 
hold it doubtful whether the average 
worker of the lower order makes a total 
life wage which is any higher than he 
made formerly, The conclusion applied 
by Charles Booth to the whole body of 
workers that "in one wny or another 
effective working life is ten years longer 
in the country than in town" has an

Career of the Uaore Brother.. 


William E. and J. H. Moore, the 


members of the firm of Moore A Moore 
A PurseU, made their first move as 
promoters in putting oa the market 
the stock of the Frazer Axle Grease 
company. 
While this company has 


been but little known, the Moores 
made considerable money out of it 
The first corporation of any moment 
in which th'ey were interested was the 
Diamond Match company, originally a 
Connecticut corporation formed for the 
purpose of controlling the manufac- 
ture of matches. It had not been 
cacoessful, however, and at the time 
the Moores took hold of it it was in a 
disrupted state and competition nearly 
had caused ita downfall. The Diamond 
Match company of Illinois was formed, 
which took over the properties of the 
former company. Since the formation 
of this company its success has been 
phenomenal, and out of It the Moores 
made fortunes for themselves and for 
others. O. C. Barber, the president of 
the Diamond Match company, has had 
control of its actual working, though 
the Moores have been recognized as 
the real people behind the company. 
Mr. Barber is a practical match manu- 
facturer, and owned large factories in 
Akron, O. These factories were taken 
in as part of the assets of the old Con- 
necticut corporation, and Mr. Barber, 
who bad been the ruling spirit in the 
first corporation, became the working 
head of the new. The finances of the 
company, however, have always been 
ia the hands of the Moores. 


Not Spoontatlvo Property. 


Diamond Match stock was not m 


speculative property here in the true 
sense of the word during the first two 
years of the company's existence. It 
went ahead making money and divi- 
dends ware paid regularly. At the 
time of the organization the capital 
stock was 98,000,000. It kept extend- 
ing its business and purchasing other 
match factories, and as it did so stock 
•wr.s Issued at par to stockholders. In- 
creases in the capital stock were made 
from time time until the last one in 
February, 1895, when the stock was 
increased from 810,000,000 to 811,000,- 
000, the present capital. The last 
million dollars was used to save tim- 
ber which had been burned in the for- 
est fires in northern Minnesota, and 
this timber was cut and hauled to 
water for preservation. At the time 
of the last annual meeting President 
Barber estimated the value of this at 
81,500,000. 


Btruwboua «nd Bbeait Compaale*. 


In 1888 the Moores organized the 


American Strawboard company under 
the laws of Illinois,- to control the 
manufacture of strawboard and wood 
pulp. The company owned twenty-five 
paper mills, located in eight states, 
and for a time it practically controlled 
the entire output of strawboard. The 
American Strawboard company has a 
capital stock of 80,000,000. 
For the 


last two years the Moores have not 
been interested to any considerable ex- 
tent In this corporation. The last of 
the companies organized by the Moores 
was the New York Biscuit company, 
which was incorporated in 1890. 
This 


was a rival concern to the American 
Biscuit company, and bakeries in a 
number of states were purchased and 
the business of making bread and 
crackers actively engaged in. The 
capital stock of this company at the 
present time Is 89,000,900. 
It owns 


bakeries in nine states, three having 
been purchased this year. Tha princi- 
pal on« of these was the Mason bakery 
in Baltimore, which was acquired by 
th* company In March. The stock of 
this company lias been an active specu- 
lative security since its formation. 
It 


is the belief of several financiers who 
have had considerable dealings with 
the Moores that the present failure has 
oadly wrecked, If not entirely wiped 
out their fortunes.

inquest into the mealown railroad col- 
lision will probably not be finished be- 
fore to-morrow, but the testimony so 
far brought out seems to fix the direct 
responsibility for the accident upon the 
dead engineer of the Beading railroad 
express, Edward Farr. From the tes- 
timony, Farr'e action in running at a 
speed of forty-eight miles an hour past 
a danger signal seems Inexplicable, 
and, as the man is dead, the reason 
for it will probably never be known. 
Farr is given the reputation of having 
been an experienced engineer and a 
man of exceptionally high moral char- 
acter, and not of a reckless or careless 
disposition. Only two weeks previous 
to th* accident his train was sig- 
nalled to stop at this very station, and 
be promptly brought his train under 
control. 


Comdutor Saw th* Dane;** Signal. 


One witness testified — Conductor 


Pinkerton ot the express—yesterday 
afternoon that Farr saw the signal 
set at the crossing for he heard him 
give the regular signal in reply to no- 
tify the towerman that he had the sig- 
nal—a blast of his whistle. Conductor 
Pinkerton 
intimated 
rallier 
than' 


rharged that the signal was eucMonly j 
changed on Farr, as he heard, tho 
whistle blow furiously in a moment • 
for what he took to be another signal 
blast. Still this witness was forced to 
admit that when he looked from the 
platform of the car the danger was set, 
and the posititon of the semaphor was 
corroborated by every other witness. 
It was shown that Farr made every 
effort to stop his train when he saw 
the coming collision and succeeded in 
reducing ita speed 
from forty-five 


miles an hour to fifteen miles in a few | 
hundred feet 
He might have jumped 


after putting on the air brakes and 
reversing his engine, but he died with | 
his hand on the lever of his engine. 


Towormnn's Straightforward Story* 


Tower operator George F. Hauser, 


who set the signals, told a straight- 
forward story as to the positions of 
the semaphores, and declared that he 
did not move the signals of the Read- 
ing line from the way they were set 
when he entered the tower, which was 
at danger, but only moved those on 
the West Jersey road to a clear track. 
Witnesses testified that it is usual to 
give a first class express right of w*y 
on railroads over such trains as the 
excursion, and that Hauser did an un-, 
usual thing in giving the latter train I 
the right of way. Still as the danger j 
signal was set for him Farr should 
have stopped even if it was usual for 
his train to get the right of way. Fire- 
man Hollahan of the express testified 
that he did not see the signals until 
the train was within twenty-five feet 
of the distant signal and it was set at! 
danger. He knew nothing of Farr's 
action, as he could not see him from | 
hi 3 side of the cab across the top of I 
the boiler, and saved his own life by 
running back to the tender. Engineer 
Qreiaer of the excursion train testi- 
fied that he got a clear signal and 
went over the tracks at the crossing at 
the rate of thirty miles 'an hour. He 
did not notice the express particularly 
until it was nearly atop of his train as 
he was attentively watching for his 
signals and supposed the express 
would stop at the danger signal.
